RULES OF EXAMINATION BY THE CONFERENCE BOARD

Rules 

I. The Board of Examiners, consisting of twelve members, shall be 
appointed, organized, and conducted according to the disciplinary plan, para- 
graph sixty-five of appendix. 

2. Section 1. Only the midyear examinations and examinations at the 
seat of the annual conference shall be held, except that undergraduates 
conditioned upon any books may have the privilege of taking examina- 
tions upon said books at any time which may suit the convenience of 
respective examiners having charge of such books. 

Sec. 2. Examinations in the following studies will be given at the mid- 
year meetings of ministerial associations or district conferences : Admis- 
sion on trial, “Worker and His Bible," “Twenty-five Articles of 
Religfon,” “Life of Wesley.” 

First Year — “Jesus and the Gospel,” “Preparation and Delivery of 
Sermons,” “Winning the Fight Against Drink.” 

Second Year — “Hermeneutics,” “The Bible, Origin and Nature,” 
“How We Think,” “Light of the World.” 

Third Year — “Christian Doctrine,” “Fact of Conversion,” “Sacer- 
dotalism.” 

Fourth Year — “Social Engineer,” “Christian Doctrine,” “Theism.” 

3. “Elementary English” as a part of English branches in studies for 
admission on trial shall comprise English grammar, composition, literature, 
arithmetic, and simple accounting. Accounting shall cover such work as is 
required for making accurate official records, accounts, and reports. The 
work in English literature shall be of a grade equal to that required for 
admission to colleges approved by our University Senate. For the coming 
year examinations shall be upon the following: 

1. For Intensive Study — Shakespeare’s “Macbeth,” Macaulay’s “Life 
of Johnson.” 
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2. For General Literary Study — The Old Testament, Shakespeare’s 
“Julius Caesar.’’ 

3. For Reading — Dickens’s “Tale of Two Cities,’’ Lincoln’s “Gettys- t 

burg’’ and two Inaugural Addresses, Gray’s “Elegy in a Country 
Churchyard,’’ Lowell’s “Vision of Sir Launfal,’’ Scott’s “Lady of the 
Lake.” 

4. Candidates for local deacons’ and local elders’ orders shall conform to 
the requirement of the Discipline, Appendix, paragraph sixty-nine. 

5. In case of the unavoidable absence of any examiner from the meeting 
of the board, he shall forward his list of questions to the chairman, who 
shall arrange for the examinations. 

6. All essays and sermons shall be forwarded to the respective examiners 
at least one month before the date of the annual conference. 

7. A copy of the plan, together with detailed schedule of studies and 
assignments of examiners, shall be printed in the Conference Journal. 

8. The chairman shall arrange a schedule for the annual examinations. 

9. No candidate shall be entitled to advance classification who has failed 
to pass in two liooks or subjects to be studied, or in three books to be read, 
or in one to be studied and two to be read ; and no candidate shall be entitled 
to advanced classification until he has brought up the work in which he is 
delinquent. 

10. The Board of Examiners shall be a permanent committee on the 
revision and amendment of the plans and methods here presented; but before 
they become valid, or are used or published by the board, all proposed changes 
shall be accepted by the conference. 

11. It is the sense of the Board of Examiners that all men in good health 
be required to complete the course in the time prescribed. We further request 
the District Superintendents to see that the undergraduates on their respective 
districts comply with the above requirements. 

12. All candidates desiring credits from any institution of learning are 
required to submit the record of such work to the Board of Examiners at 
the earliest possible opportunity. We suggest that no one defer the prepara- 
tion of presented work while awaiting the action of the board.

FIRST DAY

Question Ten resumed — Anthony L. Wilson was advanced to the studies 
of the fourth year conditioned on one study. 

Frank Tanner and C. B, Dennison were advanced to the studies of the 
fourth year. 

Question Six resumed — Leslie Davis, E. E. Prescott, Charles W. Lang- 
don, Edward B. Cooney, Clinton D. Arms, Olin M. Rifenbark, and Lloyd 
M. Rising were continued in the studies of the first year. 

Scott P. Hauser was graduated from the course of study.

FOURTH DAY 

Saturday, October 9, 1915. 

The Conference met at 8:30 A. M. Saturday, October 9, 1915, Bishop Wm. 
Quayle presiding. The Bishop led in prayer, but deferred the Scripture 
reading until the laymen who were to meet jointly with this body this morning 
shall come in.

Crisp with a view to his location was appointed by the Bishop : G. T. Notson, 
chairman; R. G. Minkler, L. L. Layne, T. B. Wilber, H. W. Minish, S. H. 
ShurtlefT, A. C. MacLean, R. E. Tarleton, Nels Fanebust, and Paul Gardner. 

The secretary of the Conference appointed H. P. Eberhart to act as secre- 
tary to the select number. 

Lay Conference — Thos. Nicholson and F. F. Lewis were appointed by 
Bishop to receive the Lay Electoral Conference. 

The Bishop then read Ephesians 4:31, 32 and addressed the joint session. 

The General Conference delegates, both lay and ministerial, were intro- 
duced and the chairman of each, Thos. Nicholson for the ministers and 
Willis T. McConnell for the laymen, addressed the Conference. 

Order of the Day — Thos. Nicholson read the report of the commission 
on federating the Conference interests which was considered item by item, 
amended by striking out the clause which referred to restricting the terri- 
tory of the Brookings Hospital campaign to Brookings and Brookings 
County, and on motion of R. A. Bruce the report, as amended, was adopted 
as a whole. 

In the consideration of this report A. T. Downey, Bishop Quayle, and 
J. T. B. Smith addressed the Conference in the interest of the Conference 
Claimants’ Fund. 
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On motion of Thos. Nicholson a commission to be appointed by the cabinet 
for general management of this federation of Conference interests matter 
was ordered. 

The laymen then withdrew for their own work. 

R. G. Minkler presented a memorial from the Watertown District on 
mortuary benefit, and on motion of J. P. Jenkins this memorial was referred 
to the Commission on Ministerial Emergency Relief Fund. 

Introduced — Clark C. Gibbs, representing the Sunday School Union, was 
introduced to the Conference. 

Reports — The following reports were read and adopted: On Home Mis- 
sions and Ckurch Extension, Auditing Superintendents’ Accounts, Rapid City 
Hospital, Hospital Commission, Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, and 
Deaconess Board of Nine.

Hager, Kennebec, S. D. ; J. M. Johnston, Bradley, S. D. ; W. G. Seaman, 
Mitchell, S. D. ; Lauritz Miller, Mitchell, S. D. 

The Dakota Wesleyan Quartet was presented to the Conference and sang 
three selections to the great delight of those present.

The Bishop announced that there would be no draft from the Chartered 
Fund this year. 

Excused — E. E. Holmes and J. T. B. Smith were excused from further 
attendance upon the Conference. 

Committees were called, announcements made, and on motion of J. W. 
Potter the Conference adjourned to meet at 3 P. M. to-day. The benediction 
was pronounced by the secretary of the Conference. 

FOURTH DAY 

Afternoon Session 

Saturday, October 9, 1915.

Saturday, October 9, 1915, with Bishop Quayle presiding. 

The minutes of the morning session were read and approved. 

The secretary of the cabinet, J. S. Harkness, read the list of standing com- 
mittees which were elected. 

The select number announced the location of M. R. Crisp. 

Evangelism — W. J. Calfee read a resolution on evangelism, which was 
adopted, as follows : 

Resolved, That we continue with increased zeal the old-time business of 
Methodist preachers — seeking the lost and straying ones, guiding the tender 
feet of the little ones in the right path, building up the church of Jesus 
Christ in righteousness and true holiness and so spread scriptural holiness 
throughout the Conference and the world; doing this at any cost. As to 
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methods following in the paths our fathers have trod with an open mind and 
vision to accept any suggestions from our recognized sources of authority on 
evangelism. 

Woman Suffrage — On motion of W. S. Shepherd the declaration of the 
Conference' of 1913 regarding woman suffrage was reaffirmed. 

Memorials and Amendments — The Committee on General Reference read 
its report and the recommendations of the committee were considered item 
by item as follows: 

1. The memorial from Philadelphia Conference to limit the pastoral term 
was unanimously rejected. 

2. The Colorado amendment, providing for the enfranchisement of those 
residing outside the bounds of their Conference, resulted as follows: Ayes, 
sixty-eight; Noes, six. 

3. The resolution fromf the National Reform Association relating to 
Mormonism was unanimously adopted. 

4. The memorial from the North Montana Conference concerning the 
creation of a Board of Connectional Relief was voted upon with the follow- 
ing result: Ayes, none; Noes, seventy. 

5. The Ohio Conference memorial concerning legislation to prohibit 
General Conference officers from being members of the General Conference 
was voted upon with the following result: Ayes, none; Noes, seventy-two. 

6. The Mississippi Conference amendment concerning bishops for particu- 
lar races and languages was voted upon with the following result: Ayes, 
seventy-four; Noes, three. 

7. The Wilmington Conference amendment making the Board of Bishops 
a supreme court was voted upon with the following result: Ayes, none; 
Noes, seventy- four. 

On motion of Thos. Nicholson the following resolution was adopted: 

Whereas, There is a general and increasingly intense feeling among our 
people for a reunited Methodism; and 

Whereas, The General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, with great unanimity voted in favor of a plan of union; therefore 

Resolved, That while it seems to be conceded by the leaders of both 
churches that the plan as now before the churches is not final and not satis- 
factory in all particulars, nevertheless we think we see in it the fundamental 
principles of a satisfactory basis of union; therefore 

Resolved Further, That, in our judgment, there are paramount reasons 
why these churches should be brought together at the earliest possible date 
and we earnestly pray that the forthcoming General Conference shall give 
the matter sympathetic consideration and seek sincerely to find a satisfactory 
basis and appoint the necessary commission who shall help to consummate 
this movement, if possible, not later than the General Conference of 1920. 

Introduction — Mr. Elmer Yelton, executive secretary of the Laymen’s 
Missionary Movement, was introduced. 

Question Thirty-six — Where shall the next Conference be held? was 
taken up. Invitations were received from Deadwood, Pierre, and Water- 
town, and on voting Watertown was selected as the next place of meeting. 
On motion of J. M. Tibbetts the vote was made unanimous. 

Reports — The following reports were read and adopted: Conference Board 
of Stewards, Sunday Schools, Hospitals, Conference Claimants, Temperance. 



Greetings — Greetings were received from the Synod of the Presbyterian 
Church in session at Huron, S. D., and on motion of J. A. Edwards the 
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secretary was requested to return the favor and send greetings to the North- 
west Iowa Conference. 

On motion of A. E. Carhart the Conference voted its thanks to W. I. 

Graham for waiving his claim on the Conference Claimants’ Fund. 

J. E. Crowther addressed the Conference in the interests of the World 
Outlook. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

Whereas, The nation is passing through a great and troublesome period 
in its history, and is at peace while other nations are at war. 

Resolved First, That the Dakota Conference expresses its heartiest sym- 
pathy with and congratulations to President Woodrow Wilson and pray 
God’s richest blessing and guidance may continue to rest upon our beloved 
President. 

Resolved Second, That a copy of this resolution be forwarded by, the secre- 
tary of the Conference to the President of the United States.

James S. Harkness, Superintendent 

Dear Bishop and Brethren : 

We are compelled to record that the shadows have fallen upon some of 
our parsonage homes. In several cases, members of the pastor’s family 
have been severely afflicted, and into some of our families death has been 
permitted to enter. In the list of thp members of our conference who have 
been promoted from the Church militant to the Church triumphant are the 
names of two from the Aberdeen District this year. 

Dr. Duane Rifenbark, one of our veteran preachers, was the first to 
respond to the call. He was a sterling man, of strong personality, a wise 
leader, a helpful counsellor, a sane reformer, a white-souled saint, the soul 
of honor. The love of man for man in friendship’s highest bonds was in- 
him most highly developed. He was a man of largest human sympathies, 
sweet and strong as heaven itself. 

Ernest Holgate, after weeks of weakness, this genial, brotherly, lovable 
soul went home to the better land. , He was a man of intense convictions, 
of brave and honest views of truth, which he defended with intensity of 
fervor and powerful argument. A clear and strong thinker, an indefatig- 
able student, a virile preacher, a tireless and popular pastor, a devoted min- 
ister, a pure and true man. A man of God in whom everybody believed, 
greatly loved by the Church and the entire community. His ministry was 
eminently successful and helpful. His peaceful death a translation. 

Mrs. Selina Bowler, wife of the Rev. J. W. Bowler, left us after a sojourn 
of less than a year in America. She was a beautiful character and of 
increasing helpfulness. Seldom do we find one more sincerely mourned 
among those with whom she lived and loved and labored and finally 
triumphed most gloriously. 

Vivian Valira, infant child of the Rev. and Mrs. M. T. Habgood, after 
blossoming for a little while here, was transplanted to blossom in the 
paradise above. 

Soon after conference our good brother, Thomas Simmons, met with a 
serious accident, which necessitated his going to the hospital for an opera- 
tion. We are pleased to report that he made a good recovery.

Our prayers 
and sympathy for these. Especially to our dear Brother and Sister 
BromagHim do we extend sympathy. Mrs. Bromaghim lies at the point of 
death, and possibly before this conference adjourns she will have gone to 
be with her Lord. 

The Rev. W. T. Loomis and the Rev. Albert Hartt have with much 
acceptability supplied the work left vacant by the departure of Brothers 
Rifenbark and Holgate, and have found a warm place in the affections of 
the people whom they have served. 
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Bright sunshine has come with the advent of the following little ones : 
Opal Elizabeth Brown, Eleanor Gertrude Morrison, Valoris Vivian Layne, 
John Mark Ellis, Horace Walter Redmayne, Wesley Combs Franklin. 

Bible School 

We have 5,000 members in the Sunday School of the district, yet there 
is very much more to be accomplished in this most hopeful field of the 
work of the Church. While we delight in numbers, yet we rejoice more 
over the fact that the quality of work is constantly improving. For this 
we are greatly indebted to the Board of Sunday Schools and the helps of 
our own Church. The work of Brother Miller, state secretary of the 
South Dakota Sunday School Association, has been felt for good in many 
ways. 

The grading of schools, the observing of rally days, decision days, the 
organization of men’s Bible classes, the organization of home departments, 
and the work done by evangelistic as well as scholarly teachers are helping 
us to our ideal of having all the Church in the Bible School and all the 
Bible School in the Church. 

Epworth and Junior Leagues 

We have 746 members of the Epworth League and 300 Juniors. Mission 
study and Bible study classes have been organized, and are doing good work 
for our young people. Many of our Leagues are efficient forces in advancing 
the work of the Church, yet it is seldom that we hear of any conversions 
in the Epworth League meetings. We are constrained to say that in listening 
to the reports of these societies the principal item is that money has been 
raised for very worthy objects, and so numerous are they that one is led 
to believe that the League exists for revenue only. Our young people should 
be made to feel that they should be a great spiritual and evangelistic power 
rather than preeminently a financial organization. The Epworth League 
has a strong district organization, and held a profitable convention at Mil- 
bank. 

Woman’s Work 

Woman’s work has always been most 'successful, whether in the home 
or in the foreign fields, or as Ladies’ Aid Societies for the local Church. 
Probably $10,000 stands to the credit of the Ladies’ Aids' of the district, and 
at least $2,500 for the home and foreign work as the financial result of the 
year’s work. They not only make the parsonages comfortable, but are in 
many ways the pastor’s assistant. 

The following is a report as given at a quarterly conference: 

“At the beginning of the year the society was divided into the following 
committees : Spiritual, Home Missionary, Social, Calling and Finance. 

They report for the year 427 calls, twenty-six notes and letters written, two 
and one half days and ten nights spent with the sick. Flowers, fruit, books, 
etc., sent to sick and shut-ins. Clothing sent to needy families thirteen 
times. Church has been decorated on special occasions, and strangers wel- 
comed at Church services. A barrel of canned fruit is to be sent to Brook- 
ings Hospital. Much work has been done that cannot be reported.” 

This Church has a Tithers’ Band, which may account for the fact that 
the Ladies’ Aid Society does not put the emphasis on money raising. 
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Benevolences 

The benevolences are well sustained. The majority of the charges will 
meet their apportionments, and the reports should show an increase in the 
total of all benevolences. We have paid our full apportionment for general 
conference expenses, and are the nineteenth district to be placed on the 
honor roll. .Every pastor gave his enthusiastic support to the campaign for 
Dakota Wesleyan, and to them and not to the district superintendent should 
be given the credit for the excellent record made by the district. 

Church Property 

A single instance will tell the fact that a mortgage has been paid, but the 
great Husbandman alone knows how many days of toil and of sacrifice, 
and how many anxious hours have been given to cultivate the fields and 
gather the harvest. Aberdeen has now provided for their indebtedness, 
and now has a good church unincumbered. Ashton has let the contract for 
a remodeled church and full basement to cost $3,000. The money is sub- 
scribed. Britton has installed a furnace in the parsonage and bathroom 
fixtures. Conde is to put in a basement in the church. Cresbard will pay 
off their parsonage debt. Frankfort has improved the church and put in a 
splendid basement. Seneca has painted the church and parsonage. Webster 
has gone and done likewise, the pastor spending part of his vacation at this 
work. Orient expended $700 on church improvement. The church at Detroit 
has been paid for and dedicated. The church at Slatterwood was reshingled 
and painted. Westport has painted the parsonage and expended $280 on 
church improvements. White Rock made extensive parsonage improve- 
ments and church repairs. Much work has been done that I will not take 
time to report. 

Evangelism 

Our pastors — Revival meetings have been held with varying results at 
Aberdeen, Ashton, Bristol, Claremont, Conde, Corona, Detroit, Twin Brooks, 
Cresbard, DeVoe, Doland, Frankfort, Frederick, Gettysburg, Lola, Milbank, 
Northville, Rockham, Seneca, Selby, Mound City, Sisseton, Peever, Timber 
Lake, Waubay, Summit, Webster, White Rock and Rosholt. The most suc- 
cessful of these was the one held at Aberdeen. The Churches were greatly 
benefited, and inspiration and new courage given to a campaign that put the 
second city of the state in the dry column. 

The keynote to the great forward movement in which we are now engaged 
must be “pastoral evangelism.” The normal minister is an evangelist. His 
chief business is not raising money or building churches, but is reaching 
unsaved people. His heart glows with intense passion for souls. He will 
discover mighty evangelistic forces in the membership of his Church. He 
will preach the doctrine that every true Christian has the spirit of the 
propaganda upon him, and that a Church member who is indifferent to the 
spread of Christ’s kingdom is not a Christian at all. These forces of his 
Church he should lead and direct into the great harvest field. If the busi- 
ness ability represented in our official boards, the devotion represented in 
our Ladies’ Aids and Woman’s Missionary Societies, the talent represented 
in our Sunday School teachers, and the enthusiasm of our Epworth Leaguers 
could all be harnessed for soul-winning and baptized with the real fire of 
pentecost, what could not be done in our Church? The evangelistic note. 
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the most difficult note to strike and maintain, is becoming dominant in the 
pulpit. Thoroughgoing, sane, continuous, sympathetic evangelism is being 
demanded by the pew as the solvent for the ills of modern society. The 
supreme need is not for evangelistic methods, but for evangelistic men who 
dare to infuse the evangelistic motive into every department of life and 
Christian service. 

Recapitulation 

It has been said that the greatest soldier in the civil war was not Grant, 
or Sherman, or Sheridan, or Thomas, or any other great hero whom the 
nation and the world have crowned with honor, but the greatest soldier was 
the one who was courageous when no one was taking note of it, who was 
willing to dare and suffer and die for the cause in the ranks. Perhaps he 
is resting to-day in some unknown grave. We call him the common soldier. 
We might mention conspicuous instances of success on the district worthy 
of favorable mention. Yet I think the greatest hero of all may be found 
on some small charge, where amid great discouragements, where there is 
no inspiration except that which comes from the indwelling Spirit of God, 
and where there is no word of cheer except the benediction of the Master, 
some unnamed pastor is giving his best service, even giving his life for 
the honor of the King. His name or the name of the charge does not appear 
in the report of the district, but in the great review God will give him his 
rank and his crown. 

I greatly appreciate the friendliness of all the members of the quarterly 
conferences as well as their confidence, which has been expressed by their 
willingness to follow almost without exception, according to their ability, 
any plans that have been laid before them for the strengthening of the 
work. I prize beyond estimate the hearty cooperation of my brothers, the 
pastors of the district, and the delightful fellowship which has universally 
existed between them and myself. And above all, blessed be the God and 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ who hath blessed us with all spiritual bless- 
ings in heavenly places. 



MITCHELL DISTRICT 
W. S. Shepherd, Superintendent 

Bishop Quayi,e and Brethren: 

Time in its rapid flight has swept by another milestone, and the thirty-six 
pastors of Mitchell District have come up to another Annual Conference to 
present reports of the year’s labors and receive their appointments for 
another year. The year on our district has been replete with earnest endeavor 
and some degree of success. The thirty-six men appointed by Bishop Luccock 
one year ago went cheerfully and hopefully to their charges, and with a 
few exceptions have continued until the close of the year. In January, the 
Rev. J. T. Brabner Smith was offered the position of editor of publications 
and of the Veteran Preacher with the Board of Conference Claimants in 
Chicago, and resigned as pastor of the Church at Wagner. The Rev. A. L. 
Olson, of the New England Conference, was secured to finish the year at 
Wagner and has rendered splendid service. The Rev. G. W. Prather left 
the pastorate at Winner in the middle of the year, and the Rev. J. R. Payne 
of Oregon, a supernumerary member of this conference, was asked to finish

the year on that strategic field. During the winter months the Rev. D. G. 
Evans left the Lakeview Circuit for a charge in Iowa, and the Rev. Arthur 
Rhinearson of the Free Methodist Church has done excellent work on that 
circuit the rest of the year. Brother Book resigned the pastorate at Kimball 
the beginning of July to engage in evangelistic work, and Kimball has been 
without a pastor since that date. The Rev. W. C. Leake accepted a position 
on a farm near Mitchell in the early spring, and Brother Carl Harvey, a 
student at the University, has finished the year’s work at Farmer. Fulton 
was left to be supplied, and since May 1, Dr. C. V. Gilliland of the Uni- 
versity has rendered most efficient service in supplying the Sunday work at 
that point. In the midst of 'influences and surroundings often hostile to 
Christ and His kingdom, these men have taught and toiled, have preached 
and prayed, have hoped and held fast to the promises of God, and by Divine 
help have won some trophies for the Master. We thank God that we are 
not defeated, but that we are making progress up the stream, we are rising 
higher, and this morning there is music in our souls and a song upon our 
lips. 

God has been good to us, and has led us in ways that we knew not, yet 
we find that all His paths are peace. The health of the District Superin- 
tendent has never been better. No break has occurred in any parsonage 
circle and no dangerous illness has interrupted the year’s work. However, 
at the present time, the Rev. H. D. Seastrand of Gregory is undergoing an 
operation in the hospital at Rochester, Minn. Our prayers ascend to the 
throne for his speedy and complete recovery. 

I would like to name every pastor on the district and speak in detail of 
his services, for all have wrought well, but time forbids such individual 
mention. My associations with these noble and self-sacrificing men and 
women have made me more thankful than ever that I have a place in such 
a goodly company. They have not simply maintained the line of battle and 
held the forts along the frontier of this district of one hundred and ten to 
two hundred and forty miles in extent, but they have successfully pushed 
the war into Satan’s empire at many points. Of the twenty-six towns east 
of the Missouri River, where Methodist Churches are located, twenty are 
now dry, many of these for the first time this year. We cannot say as 
much for the towns west of the river, where the spirit of lawlessness that 
so often characterizes the development of a new country is still somewhat 
prevalent. I believe our Methodist pastors, without an exception, present 
a solid phalanx, not of defensive, but of offensive tactics in our successful 
warfare upon the rum demon, and in 1916 we are going to do our part in 
putting this devil to death in South Dakota. In one fourth quarterly con- 
ference, when the question of the pastor’s return for another year was 
under consideration, one official member said, in his characteristic way, “I 
don’t believe anybody is kicking against the pastor except the whisky ites.” 
And I replied, “Well, thank God that is a fine compliment to your pastor.” 
Bishop Quayle consenting, this preacher will be returned to that charge for 
another year. 

Now I realize that some of the more important things cannot be pre- 
sented in tabulated statistical reports, such as the building of character, the 
establishment of faith, the unfolding of spiritual power and the ripening 
of those rich graces which are the fruits of the Spirit. In this vital work 
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our pastors have generally been very faithful. The climatic conditions 
during the winter and early spring were most unfavorable for any advanced 
work. Not in years have we had such deep snows. Over the western por- 
tion of the district, and especially in the Rosebud country, the snow lay 
three and four feet deep on the ground and drifted into the railroad cuts 
often to a depth of thirty feet. So deep was it in places that four engines 
on the Northwestern road could not push rotary snow-plows through until 
men had shoveled off the tops of the drifts. The result was that some 
places had to go into a state of hibernation until late in the spring. Public 
services were abandoned as impossible. Commercial traffic shared the same 
fate. Many country roads were closed, railroads were blockaded, trains were 
discontinued, and for successive weeks mails were cut off from all towns 
as well as rural districts. Then with excessive rains in the early summer 
came floods of water that were unprecedented. With such obstacles to over- 
come it is evident that little could be done in the way of revival meetings 
\l and pastoral visitations, or even in the usual Sabbath services. But the 

people were generally considerate and patient and made the best of these 
trying conditions, and in spite of the handicap some splendid work was 
done. 

There have been some revivals on the district that were blessed of God 
in a goodly number of conversions and in the quickening of the Churches. 
While in some instances the results were not all that had been hoped for, 
yet we believe the way has been prepared for future successes. The largest 
number of conversions are reported from the following charges: Geddes 

80, Mitchell 75, Alexandria 51, Artesian 20, Chamberlain 19, Alpena 18, 
Woonsocket 15, and Dallas and Herrick 10 each. Total number of con- 
versions for the district, 540. It is true that in some few places the Churches 
are lacking in deep spiritual power, worldliness grows apace, . and prayer 
meetings and class meetings languish, or are altogether wanting, but by a 
consecrated ministry, inspired more and more with the passion of the Christ, 
we hope to revive these waste places and cause them yet to blossom as the 
rose. 

Many of our societies have been particularly active in improving church 
and parsonage property, such as repainting and papering, putting in new 
sidewalks, electric lights, basements and furnishings. Following are some 
of the results: Mitchell, $500; Plankinton, $350; Ethan, $250; Herrick, $170; 
Platte, $163; Fulton, $160; Alpena, $140; Tripp, $120; and Artesian, Colome, 
Tyndall, and Winner, $100 each. The benevolent offerings will, I think, 
aggregate quite a good increase over last year, but will fall short of our 
expectations. The extreme lateness of the season, the continuous rains that 
have delayed threshing, and the two rainy Sundays that closed the con- 
ference year, have robbed our benevolences of many hundreds of dollars. 

The Sunday Schools of the district are for the most part doing splendid 
work. Generally they use the supplies published by our Book Concern. The 
Senior and Junior Epworth Leagues of the district are not fully meeting 
our expectations. The ladies’ societies are active and aggressive, and report 
very gratifying financial returns for their labors during the year. The spring 
meeting of our District Ministerial Association and the District Convention 
of the Epworth League were held in Alexandria, and were profitable and 
inspirational in the papers and addresses that were given. On the night of 
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January 24, fire of unknown origin destroyed our church and parsonage 
property at Roswell, the pastor and his family barely escaping with their 
lives. Insurance but partially covered the loss. The people bought a cosy 
bungalow cottage for a parsonage, and are now erecting a new church 
building. 

Dakota Wesleyan University 

The supreme educational interest of this conference is Dakota Wesleyan 
University. It is our own 'child. If we give it the place in our hearts and 
consciences it deserves, if we constantly keep this school and its advantages 
as well as its needs before our people as we should, so that it will adequately 
meet the pressing need for an educational institution that will draw and hold 
our Methodist young people, then it will increasingly become a power in 
the state and the nation and the world, commensurate with the denomination 
it represents, and will turn out from its halls hundreds of young people 
trained in intellect and consecrated in heart and in life to the promotion of 
the interests of our beloved Methodism. The new day in the educational 
world, the day of great institutions with great endowments, makes this task 
imperative. The fact is that the Christian emphasis in education was never 
more needed than to-day. The relation of the Christian College to the 
Christian ministry is evidence of this fact. Now and then men enter our 
ministry from state and other undenominational institutions, but the number 
is comparatively insignificant. If we are to have young men qualified and 
capable and consecrated entering our ministry, we must have schools which 
exalt Christ and the Church, for mark it well, ninety-two per cent of all 
those who enter the Methodist Episcopal ministry from any institution of 
learning come from denominational schools, and I understand that in the 
ministry of the Presbyterian Church the number is ninety-seven per cent. 

Dakota Wesleyan has had another good year. Our genial, cultured, 
scholarly president. Dr. William Grant Seaman, is universally popular with 
ministry and laity. The canvass for the endowment campaign last spring 
made many friends for the institution and brought in for additional endow- 
ment the .sum of $127,431, enabling us to meet the conditions of the $50,000 
gift from the Rockefeller foundation fund. Dr. J. P. Jenkins, vice-president 
and field agent, has been abundant and efficient in labors during the year, 
and is now busy in collecting these pledges, which will soon be due. The 
total enrollment last year, including the college and summer school, was 506. 
The total number of graduates last June was forty-eight, distributed as 
follows: College twenty-one, Normal fourteen. Academy thirteen. The 

present scholastic year began auspiciously with an address by Dr. James S. 
Harkness, superintendent of the Aberdeen District. I was west of the 
Missouri River during those days and did not hear Dr. Harkness’ address, 
but the reports that have come to me are in highest commendation of this 
splendid and inspiring message. The enrollment this year at the present 
time is 323, with eighty-four in the freshman class. Several changes have 
been made in the faculty this year that have been received with general 
favor, and will very substantially increase the efficiency of this strong teach- 
ing corps of twenty-eight members. We believe in Dakota Wesleyan Uni- 
versity. It has a marvelous future. We have full confidence in the admin- 
istration. We rejoice in the spiritual atmosphere that pervades all of the 
work of the institution, and that more and more its graduates are entering 
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the ranks of the ministry in the home field as well as the foreign, and we 
are here to say with all of the emphasis we can command that it deserves 
and ought to have the heartiest and fullest sympathy and cooperation of 
every Methodist preacher and layman within the bounds of Dakota Con- 
ference. 

Personally, the year has been one of strenuous labors. I have traveled 
over 18,000 miles, preached 186 sermons, baptized thirty-seven persons, con- 
ducted 164 communion services, held 148 quarterly conferences, and given 
addresses on various occasions. I was grateful for the privilege during the 
summer of making a trip to California and visiting my two brothers and 
my mother, who live in that state. I have no desire, however, to transfer 
to the California Conferences, for Dakota Conference is good enough for me. 
The fellowship of the brethren of the district has been a great inspiration 
to my life. I have endeavored to be not so much their superior in office, 
as a helper and counselor in the work of the ministry. We have truly been 
brothers together. They have welcomed me to the best their homes afforded. 
They have opened my way to the hearts of their people, and cooperated in 
splendid fashion in conserving and promoting the highest interests of our 
beloved Church. I have much more to say, but time will not permit. Suffice 
it to say that the God of all grace has blessed us abundantly this year. “To 
Him be glory in the Church by Christ Jesus world without end. Amen.”

RAPID CITY DISTRICT 
C. E. Matteson, Superintendent 

Dear Bishop and Brethren : 

The past year has been the shortest, and in some respects, I trust, the best 
year of my ministry. 

One year ago Bishop Luccock appointed twenty-seven men to serve on 
Rapid City District, leaving several places to be supplied. Every man went 
at once to his charge and began the year in good earnest. It has been a year 
of intense human experiences; of shine and shadow, of joys and sorrows, 
of births and deaths, but in the goodness of God we come to-day to bring 
our reports. 

Some difficulties are found in planning and pursuing an aggressive cam- 
paign on Rapid City District, peculiar to frontier conditions. The exodus 
of the settlers has continued at a diminishing rate this year. Heavy snows 
blocked the roads on the circuits during the winter, and excessive rains, 
swollen rivers, broken bridges, and almost impassable roads were the com- 
mon experiences of spring and early summer. These conditions made revival 
work almost impossible. 

Personal Notation 

Brother C. G. Wagoner, pastor at Terryville and Central, died in May 
of pneumonia after a few days’ illness. Brother Wagoner was an excellent 
man, a good preacher and singer, a devoted Christian, and we shall miss 
him. He was a member of the Wesleyan Methodist Conference of New 
York, and was supplying with us. The work at Terryville was attached to 
Lead, and Central to Deadwood for afternoon appointments. 

In June the Rev. Albert Hartt, after a year and a half of an increasingly 
successful pastorate, was released from Lead and transferred to Redfield. 
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Dr. and Mrs. Cal fee assumed the work at Lead for the summer, but so 
immediate was their success that the people petitioned the Bishop to appoint 
them permanently. 

In June the Belle Fourche pulpit became vacant by the resignation of F. 
M. Faith, the pastor, who removed to Montana. In August the Rev. J. C. 
Baker was transferred to Belle Fourche from Boneita Springs. Every line 
of work has taken new life since the conring of the Rev. and Mrs. Baker. 

Two new men in the persons of W. H. Craig for the nine point circuit 
at Sturgis, and W. E. Clark, with headquarters at Capa, assisting in the wide 
surrounding country there, came to us in May. Both are good men, and 
have high commendation from the people. 

Improvements — Debts 

Slowly but surely we are paying off church debts, adding improvements 
and planning new buildings. After more than two years in church building 
in a community fifty miles from a railroad, and in spite of four years of 
drouth conditions, our Church at Boneita Springs was dedicated with much 
rejoicing Sunday, July 25. Slowly and patiently the pastor, J. C. Baker, 
and people had labored on, paying little by little, donating much labor, and 
by the timely aid of outside friends of the pastor, at last this beautiful little 
prairie church was completed and dedicated with all money necessary to 
pay all bills raised, and enough has been received since to seat the church 
with opera chairs. Mrs. David C. Cook, boyhood Sunday School teacher of 
the pastor, gave $150 to this enterprise. 

At Fairburn, where R. C. McReynolds has just closed a gracious revival 
meeting, plans are under way for building a neat little church suitable to the 
community needs. All good things follow a work of grace. 

The following is a partial list of improvements made and debts paid 
grouped together : Belle Fourche, $80 ; Spearfish, $67 ; Edgemont, $350 ; Lead,- 
$1,000; Sturgis, $145; Custer, $100; Newell, $700; Caputa, $90; Hot Springs, 
$500; Rapid City, $315; Boneita Springs, $250;'Murdo, $350; Kennebec, $225. 

The Societies 

As from the beginning the Sunday School is the nursery of the Church, 
and her most fruitful field. Usually the frontier Sunday School is the fore- 
runner of the Church. Enrollment and interest in the Sunday School work 
increases. The graded lessons are coming into general use. We need con- 
secrated teachers and competent leadership here more than anywhere else. 

We have few Junior Leagues, but I have never known better ones. 

The Epworth Leagues are the joy of many pastors. Our young people 
are good Methodists and can be trusted in the midst of the prevailing 
tendencies of irreligious social life. A largely attended and very profitable 
District Epworth League Convention was held in July at Hot Springs. 

The District Conference held at Rapid City in December last was very 
profitable. Nearly all the ministers were present. It was a time of refresh- 
ing from the presence of the Lord. 

The Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary Societies are not many but 
are very much alive. The Home Society held its annual district meeting at 
Rapid City, September 18 and 19. The attendance was good, and the meeting 
was remarkable in that five of the national officers were present, having 
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stopped off on their way to the national convention which was held at Seattle 
the following week. 

A page might be written of the Ladies’ Aid Societies over the district. 
Their work is worthy of praise. Methodism could not prosper without these 
consecrated workers of the Church. Almost omnipresent, their good offices 
are found in many a Church and parsonage, in ministering to the sick and 
sorrowing and those in trouble. Often they bring up the last of the pastor’s 
salary that he may go to conference paid in full. 

Benevolences 

The benevolences in most cases have been well looked after. I do not 
have the complete reports, but they will equal or exceed last year. Perhaps 
our pastors are not as interested as they should be, but no matter how sym- 
pathetic they may be, it is still difficult for Churches scarce able to pay their 
meager running expenses to respond to the wider calls. 

The New Financial Plan 

The new financial plan is being given an opportunity on the larger charges 
and with very satisfactory results. All the boards say it is the right system. 

The Methodist Forward Movement 

The Methodist Forward Movement meets with appreciation and consent 
among our laymen, and as fast as possible we are organizing for this evan- 
gelistic crusade. Brothers Calfee and Tibbetts are planning large things for 
all the mining centers of the district. 

Federation 

A Methodist Church has been organized at Reliance, and forty members 
have already been received by S. F. Spitz of Chamberlain, who has been 
acting pastor until conference. The Congregational people have occupied 
the field for several years, but by a neighborhood vote were requested to 
transfer their interest to the Methodists. Under the reciprocal exchange 
plan in operation among the various evangelical bodies in South Dakota, it 
has been arranged by the superintendents of the respective Churches that in 
exchange for Reliance property and field, the Congregationalists shall receive 
our property and field at Hill City. Thus, without serious friction, and we 
trust for the advancement of the kingdom of God, has a most delicate situa- 
tion been adjusted in a spirit of Christian fellowship. 

The Hospital 

Again we bring greetings from the Methodist Deaconess Hospital at Rapid 
City to the Dakota Annual Conference. This, the third year of our service, 
has been the best in every respect. Outside the Church itself this is the one 
big, choice institution of Methodism in the Black Hills country. This being 
the only Protestant hospital west of the Missouri River in South Dakota, 
and the only Methodist hospital between Omaha, Colorado Springs and Mon- 
tana, evidently we may supply a great need and have a large field for devel- 
opment. More than three hundred patients have been cared for during the 
past year, and forty weeks and four days of free service has been rendered 
to the families of our Methodist ministers. A large amount of charity work 
has been done; no sick person has been turned from our doors because of 
their poverty. 
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Our field secretary, J. A. Edwards, is concluding a very successful year. 
His work has been mostly on Rapid City district, securing funds and enlarging 
our circle of friends, who in turn become our best assets. We are just com- 
pleting the installing of an electric elevator costing $1,850, a memorial gift 
from Mr. J. S. Hoskins of Harding County. 

Miss Wade, our superintendent, is fully competent for the multitude of 
duties devolving upon her. The trustees believe that “she hath come to the 
kingdom for such a time as this.” Mothers safely trust their daughters in 
nurse training to this Christian woman, who carries them in her heart always. 
The patients spread the stories of her unflagging thought of them. The 
surgeons know that she will sacredly remem.ber every detail. 

Moral and Religious 

Advance may be noted everywhere. Except on the outlying districts, 
where weather conditions forbade, revivals have been held. Accessions have 
been reported as follows: Belle Fourche, 12; Custer, 16; Kennebec, 28; 

Murdo, 28; Newell, 12; Reliance, 39; Wall, 9; Hot Springs, 40; Spearfish, 
35; Rapid City, 36; Sturgis, 7; Deadwood, 18; Edgemont, 19; Fairburn, 50. 

Temperance and the moralities of society have been moving forward to 
the satisfaction, perhaps to the surprise, of some who remember that the 
saloon and kindred evils have held high carnival since the discovery of gold 
in the Black Hills. Spearfish, Custer and Rapid City voted “dr)^’ last spring. 
Deadwood cut the saloon majority of 418 in 1914 to only 83 in 1915. The 
old days of wide-open towns, dance halls, open gambling, and the scarlet 
woman have passed like “Calamity Jane,” the tough cowboys and the buffalo 
forever from the Black Hills country. 

It is a great privilege to be a man of God, a minister, with a place on the 
“firing line” in the great battles for Christianity. Battles never greater than 
to-day. 

Our pastors are men of high honor and high courage, who can be trusted 
in every emergency. I have no words of personal eulogy, but many of these 
men are not only faithful leaders of the Church, but recognized as leaders 
of the community life where they live. 

We recognize God’s hand in planting our Church in this great territory, 
and we are better prepared to-day than ever before to do the King’s busi- 
ness. May we, too, retain the faith of our fathers, soundness of doctrine 
and the old-time Methodist fire. These things under God we purpose to do. 

Lights and Shadows 

A fine boy came to gladden the home of Brother and Sister Stevenson of 
Harding. He is already a full-fledged American, claiming all his rights. 
The parsonages of Brother and Sister Gurney, Brother and Sister Matthews, 
Brother and Sister Weston, Brother and Sister Beardsley, and Brother and 
Sister Edlund were brightened by the advent of beautiful little girls. 

The angels visited two of our parsonage homes this year. The shadows 
deepened and we called it “death.” The homes of W. E. Hartung and R. C. 
McReynolds are lonely because of voices that are stilled for earth and time. 
The hearts of our brother pastors are heavy to-day in spite of the silver 
lining that faith and hope lends to the cloud of sorrow. No man can suffer 
heavier loss in this world than the death of a loving wife, the mother of his 
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children, and the light of the home. May the Heavenly Father comfort our 
brothers and their families. Both of these good women passed from us in 
the fullest assurance of faith. 

Personal 

God has been good to me and mine. I have been preserved in many jour- 
neyings. I have been given the ear and hearts of my people, and the sym- 
pathies and loyal support of my brethren of the ministry. I have tried to 
do my best. I have spared neither time nor strength. All I have and all I 
am I have given to this work. For any achievements I thank God; for the 
future I trust Him.

Dear Bishop and Brethren oe Dakota Conference: 

It gives me pleasure to bring you this report from one of the rather excep- 
tional districts of our beloved Church, one of the districts that during the 
last four years has made a steady advance, without a single halting step, 
in the four great fields of Church work, namely : Property Values, Member- 
ship, Pastoral Support, and Disciplinary Benevolences. The Philadelphia 
Board found no place for danger signals in its four-year review of the work 
of this district. 

Credit for this splendid record is due the men who have been the pastors 
of the Churches of the district during these years. They have been at their 
work. Any shifting during the year has been the rare exception. They have 
brought things to pass. We believe the reports of this year will show that 
another advance step has been taken in each of these fields. 

The Church Building and Improvement Campaign is still on, and will 
continue to be on for another year, by which time we think nearly every 
Church on the district will be fitted for definite and aggressive Christian 
work; and with very few exceptions the parsonages will be comfortable 
homes for the pastors and their families. 

Churches Dedicated 

November 29 was dedication day at Beresford. J. B. Dibble, as pastor, 
had worked faithfully and planned wisely, and under his leadership, backed 
up by a splendid band of men on the official board of the Church, approached 
the dedication day of their beautiful $16,000 church with a good degree of 
confidence that Bishop Luccock and Dr. Iliff would see that they should pay 
for the church they had erected. They did see well to that important matter, 
and Beresford to-day has, we think, the best church for any town of its size 
in the state. 

January 24 saw the dedication of the beautiful East Side Church in this 
city, costing upwards of $16,000, in addition to the fact that the former 
Church could be used in the plans as a chapel with very little change. The 
building of this church was a tremendous job, but it was tremendously nec- 
essary, and William N. Deller, the pastor, and some other folks put a lot 
of red blood into the undertaking, and the Church is there just where it 
should be, and will be one of the strong Churches in this conference within 
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a very few years. William N. Deller, however, was not satisfied with the 
task of just building the East Side church, but had under way at the same 
time a fine neat little church at Ellis, costing $3,500, and on May 2, with 
Dr. J. P. Jenkins in charge, this Church was dedicated free of debt. 

S. B. Lowrie had his church at Elk Point rebuilt at a cost of $3,800, and 
was ready for reopening on April 11. William Grant Seaman, president of 
Dakota Wesleyan, was called to that historically arduous field as general of 
finance, and he proved to be an able general, and Elk Point now has a good 
church free of debt. 

Davis charge, with W. S. Rowden as pastor, equipped their church with 
a good basement, well arranged for social service work. The cost was $1,200 
and is all paid. 

O. P. Jackson did likewise at Harrisburg; cost, $1,100. Nels Fanebust did 
the same thing at Garretson ; cost, $1,500. C. W. Langdon did the same 
at Junius; cost, $800. A. S. Loveall the same at Howard; cost, $1,500. 

H. E. Rice is in the midst of a similar improvement at Volin, while A. W. 
Thurston has a $3,000 improvement under way at Canton. 

Hurley’s new modern parsonage, costing $3,500, is about ready for W. P. 
Slocum and family. The finances are all cared for here, and the pastor next 
year will have a new house and a new salary of $1,200. 

The most surprising achievement of the year with us has been wrought 
out at Irene under the able leadership of Latham Ingham as pastor. With 
less than a dozen members of the Church in the town and community, but 
with an interested constituency, this man has so ably and wisely directed the 
work there that a very modern and attractive church, costing $7,500, stands 
ready for dedication, except for the placing of the pews. This point will be 
a good station for the coming year, paying $1,000. 

Guy Wilkinson, as a student pastor, serving the Montrose charge, is now 
facing the fact of having worked himself out of a job. The membership of 
his Church has more than doubled during the past year, the church building 
is being remodeled and nearly ready for reopening, and they are now able 
to support a resident pastor and must have a man on the field to care for 
this enlarged work. 

The last of the larger building and improvement enterprises undertaken on 
the district this year is that set in motion by A. S. Loveall at Vilas. Grounds 
have been purchased and paid for, and a neat $2,000 church is in process of 
erection in that promising field. Brother Loveall also did the work himself 
of placing a fine curbing, parking and shade trees about the church property 
at Howard, greatly beautifying the same. 

May we pause here just long enough to tell you that J. C. Chapman, the 
architect who drew the plans and supervised the construction of this church 
in which we are now met, the Church on the East Side of this city, the 
Church at Beresford, and the Church at Irene, is a loyal member of this 
Church and prominent on the official board. 

Among the minor improvements must be noted the fact that the new 
veranda, the cement walks, paint and paper, rightly related to the parsonage 
at Centerville, have caused some people no little difficulty to locate the same. 
W. E. Gale brought this transformation about. 

New walks at Egan and a very fine electric lighting system at Parker are 
among other improvements, all of which I cannot mention in this report. 
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Changes in Pastorates 

. Every man has been at his post during the year, except that in August 
John F. Gibson went back to the Des Moines Conference, and Willis N. 
Graves came from the Des Moines Conference to Vermilion, where he has 
already greatly endeared himself to the people of that Church. 

Sickness in Parsonages 

Brother T. B. Wilber, our pastor at Flandreau, was bereft of his uncle, 
his lovely Christian mother, who made her home with him, and was twice 
on the operating table himself this year. With it all he has done good work 
on his charge and comes to the close of the year with a promise of returning 
health for himself and a trustful confidence in God’s abiding mercy and love. 

Merrill Eberhart, nineteen years of age, son of Brother and Sister H. P, 
Eberhart of Yankton, whose consecrated Christian life was the means of 
leading many other young people to Christ, spent his last Sabbath on earth 
in the Church, left a ringing testimony for Christ, visited a little with the 
home folks, retired for the night, and Monday morning went over to live 
with God. Merrill was beautiful in life and beautiful in death, and Brother 
and Sister Eberhart are rich in having a son who stands to-day in the imme- 
diate presence of “the King.” 

Sister John Kaye was obliged to undergo an operation in the hospital at 
Des Moines, and we hope she has now many years of good health in store 
for her. 

We are pleased to report the recovery of Sister J. B. Dibble from an attack 
of typhoid. 

Sister Loveall has undergone an operation and needs rest and freedom 
from care that she may recover her usual good health. 

Sister W. A. Black has suffered much from nervous disorders during the 
year, and has been obliged to let go of the Church work she has heretofore 
found pleasure in doing. 

Brother W. E. Gale has suffered more than usual this year with his throat, 
and has been told by physicians that he must give up, for a time at least, 
the work of pastorate. We hope a rest and change will work a complete 
cure for him. 

Membership 

The building and improvement campaign seems not to have interfered 
with the work of saving souls. The reports in show a good increase in mem- 
bership, mostly as the result of revival work, Sioux Falls, First Church, 
received into membership 148 persons during the year. Canton 41, Montrose 
44, Wakonda 22, Davis 23, Junius 14, Yankton 21, Beresford 13, Madison 
31, Hartford 17, and with a few exceptions all other charges had some 
ingathering this year. 

The Class Meeting 

We welcome the revival of the class meetings on many of the charges. 
They are having a good influence on the spiritual life of the Churches. 

District Camp Meeting 

Our leaders this year were Dr. Louis Albert Banks of Delaware, O., and 
Dr. Butler, conference evangelist of the Detroit Conference. The attend- 
ance was good, considering the unfavorable weather conditions of this sea- 
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son, and the value of the camp meeting to the district is seen in the actual 
working out on many of the charges of some of the practical methods of 
Christian work as set forth at the camp this year. 

The Epworth League 

Is a well-organized force on almost every charge, and is doing effective 
work among the young people. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies 

Gathered together $13,067 this year. They paid about one tenth of the total 
amount of pastors’ salaries on the district, but have been especially helpful 
in the building and improvement projects on the various fields. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society will show an advance over 
last year, as will also the Woman’s Home Missionary Society. 

Our Deaconess Workers 

We had on the district in the early part of the year two trained Deaconess 
workers, who went from charge to charge as they were needed, and did 
some very efficient work, and we thought we had found the solution of the 
problem of trained help for our pastors at times most needed and at such 
reasonable cost that the weakest charges need not be without assistance, 
and we still believe in the plan, even though our workers are now married 
and in homes of their own. 

Benevolences 

We believe that the splendid record made a year ago will be maintained, 
and we are hoping that an advance will be made in most of the great causes, 
in spite of the fact of inclement weather and bad roads and building and 
college campaigns. 

And now with gratitude to God for the privilege of working in the Chris- 
tian ministry another year; for the fellowship of my brethren, who have 
done splendid work throughout the year, and for the present outlook that 
promises greater things for the future than have been achieved in the past, 
we submit this report. 



WATERTOWN DISTRICT

Bishop Quaylh: and Brethren : 

Watertown District presents the following report: 

The district as laid out by last conference comprised over 15,000 square 
miles. There are forty charges and some eighty preaching points. I have 
reached all but two of the country points. Large crops have gladdened our 
people all over the territory. 

Personal 

We have had a great deal of sickness in our parsonage homes. Brother 
Wilson’s daughter, Edith, had a severe nervous breakdown and was in the 
Deaconess Hospital at Brookings for several weeks. Brother A. E. Bennett, 
whom we all love, has been compelled to leave the state, seeking a climate 
more favorable to fighting tuberculosis. Our prayers for his complete recov- 
ery go with him, for our conference needs such men as he. Sister Kearton 
sustained her fifth stroke of paralysis. Her strong Christian confidence is 
her support. Brother Kearton knows the path of affliction, and is thus able 
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to help his people by real sympathy. In the spring it was necessary for Sister 
Buriff to undergo an operation, which to all appearance has been successful. 
Brother Tarleton’s daughter, Marian, had an operation at Brookings for 
appendicitis and is now strong again. Sister Nickerson was stricken with 
paralysis, but responded quickly to treatment and now scarcely feels the 
effects. Brother Rawlinson has had hospital experience at Brookings, where 
he left his appendix. In the early part of the year it was deemed necessary 
for Sister Bruce to go to the Battle Creek Sanitarium. They started at once 
to operate and performed three before she could escape. After returning 
home it was necessary to perform another operation. We do pray that health 
may again bless her. Smallpox ran riot at the Butterfields, but we hope has 
finally been routed. The only home visited by God’s promoting messenger 
was our own, when Mrs. Boyce’s father, W. D. Wilder, received the sum-, 
mons. He was ready, for he knew his God. Mrs. Wilder is still with us as 
queen mother in the home. 

The home of Brother W. M. Allen has been brightened by the advent of 
a little one; may God bless the home circle. 

There have been a few changes of pastors during the year. Brother Gee 
supplied Bruce for a few months, but was called home by the illness of his 
mother, and the Rev. O. M. Freeman of the Northwest Kansas Conference 
succeeded him. Thos. Ratcliffe withdrew from our church and Conference, 
going to the Congregationalists. Brother Dunn has closed the year at Old- 
ham. Brother Wagenast has left the church, accepting a call from the 
Presbyterians, and Brother Prosser was appointed to Castlewood. Brother 
Bennett’s illness made it necessary to secure a pulpit supply and Brother 
Fred Eberhart was secured. Blunt was left to be supplied at last Confer- 
ence and we secured Brother Trodie of Wesley College, Winnipeg, Manitoba. 
This is a difficult field, but we are assured of victory. 

Building and Improvements 

Agar will have their church ready for occupancy soon after Conference. 
At Arlington a furnace was placed in the church, cement sidewalk and sewer 
constructed, amounting to about $300. Bradley painted the parsonage and 
did some other minor improvements, while Brookings dedicated a very fine 
pipe organ soon after Conference. At Blunt a cyclone took the preacher’s 
barn, but the men rallied and put it back on its foundation, where it will be 
as good as new. The tornado insurance was a friend indeed. A kitchen has 
been installed in the church by the Ladies’ Aid. Broadland repapered the 
church; Bruce repapered the parsonage. Quite extensive repairs were put 
on the parsonage at Carpenter. Clark repapered the church, which with other 
improvements on basement, not previously reported, will equal about $1,500. 
Clear Lake built a garage. Esmond placed a furnace in the parsonage, a 
lighting plant in the church and repaired the foundation of the church. 
Aurora papered and varnished the interior of their church. Florence planted 
forty-two trees, built a chimney on the church, painted the Lake Nicholson 
church, and built a Tence around the cemetery. Improvements at Gary aggre- 
gate $148. Hazel and Thomas improved the parsonage and church property 
by painting, cement walks, fence, and placing lights in parsonage and church. 
Harrold did some work on its church basement. Highmore had a run on 
improvements. The church was renovated, being painted and papered, new 
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electric lights, new chimney, and some other repairs, bringing the total to 
$340. Hitchcock painted the church and parsonage, plastering the church and 
redecorating, also electric lights and cement walks. Huron painted the par- 
sonage and screened the porch and put in sewer connection for the church. 
At Iroquois stoves were placed in the parsonage, the basement repaired, and 
new church doors replaced the old. Miller made repairs on the church and 
parsonage property to the tune of $100. Cavour made improvements on the 
interior of its church, while Tulare moved its church back from the street, 
put in a full basement, so that they now have a place for social gatherings and 
also that they can care for its growing Sunday School. A furnace was placed 
in the church. The parsonage painted and the church resided, costing in all 
over $2,000. White renovated its church, putting on steel ceiling, papering 
walls, a new floor, painting the woodwork and painting and papering the 
parsonage, also installing electric lights, totaling $400. Kampeska reshingled 
the church. Wessington put in new hymnals in the Sunday School and 
connected the city water with the parsonage. 

Debts 

Last year I reported very little debt on our district that was unprovided 
for. I will have to change that this year as we inherited some by change of 
district bounds by last Conference. The debt on the district is approximately 
$36,000. Nearly $8,000 has been paid on debts during the year. Some charges 
have cleared all indebtedness from church property, while in other cases 
they are fully covered by subscription. Among the charges reporting no 
debt *at the fourth quarterly conferences are : Agar, Bradley, Broadland, 
Brookings, Bruce, Burdette, Clear Lake, DeSmet, Esmond, Garden City, Gary, 
Highmore, Hazel, Hitchcock, Huron, Iroquois, Trenton, Tulare, Watertown, 
and White. 

New Buildings 

Watertown plans to dedicate its new church the Sunday following our 
Conference; valuation, $80,000. Agar will report its new church next Con- 
ference. The Logan Church on the Clark Circuit will dedicate at Thanks- 
giving time, with no debt. 

New Work 

Yale has invited us to open services there. For the coming year our pastor 
at Cavour will supply that work. We hope to organize a new circuit, with 
Yale as its head, before another Conference. We need a young man for a 
circuit south of Harrold, and another church should be organized south of 
Miller. 

Church Exchange 

The Kampeska Church is now being served by the German Evangelicals. 
I would like the authorization of this Conference to exchange this church 
property — not including the farm — for church property at Miller, which can 
be moved to Vayland, where a church is badly needed. 

Hospital 

The Dakota Deaconess Hospital at Brookings has been doing faithful work 
and is growing in popularity because of service rendered. Miss Moore 
resigned as superintendent and Miss Wood, her successor, has been doing 
good work, as her report will show. 
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Epworth League 

The Epworth Leagues have been doing good work. We have many Leagues 
that are of real strength to pastor and church. A number of Junior Leagues 
are flourishing. 

Camp Ground 

The St. Lawrence camp meeting ground again ministered to the spiritual 
needs of many people. The evangelist, Fred L. Buck of the Illinois Confer- 
ence, had charge. Some twenty conversions are reported. This year saw a 
new dining hall built on the grounds, valued at $500, and fully paid for. 

Revivals 

Splendid revivals were held in many places. Our men are not satisfied 
unless they can see souls coming to God. The number of accessions reported 
at the fourth quarterly conferences was 423, while removals without letter, 
with letter, and withdrawals, number 247, leaving a net gain of only 147. 

Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Societies have been about their Mas- 
ter’s business during the year. The amount raised for their work is $2,506. 

Woman’s Home Missionary Society 

We have but three Woman’s Home Missionary Societies organized, but 
they are doing good work. 

Ladies’ Aid 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies are always in evidence, thank God ! This year 
their earnings for the Kingdom reach a goodly sum. 

Benevolences 

The following amounts have been received for benevolences : Foreign Mis- 
sions, $2,600; Home Missions and Church Extension, $1,500; Freedmen’s Aid, 
$245; Education, $1,400; total of benevolences, $10,000. Watertown District 
did its share in the great college endowment campaign, subscribing $35,000. 

I have not been satisfied with my work during the past year. The enlarged 
district made it impossible to give anything like intensive oversight. I am 
as fully persuaded now as a year ago that the enlarging of the districts was 
a great mistake. We have accepted the inevitable and have pressed on 
toward the mark for the prize of our high calling in Christ Jesus.

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POOLING OF CONFERENCE RAILROAD EXPENSES 

Resolved First, That this Conference shall elect annually a secretary of 
transportation, who shall be authorized to make such arrangements as may 
be possible with the railroads of the state for special rates, trains, courtesies, 
etc., etc., and also to work out such plans as may be necessary to equalize 
the railroad and stage expenses of all the pastors of the Conference which 
may have been incurred in attendance upon the regular annual session of 
the same. 

Resolved Second, That those who may be favored by the railroad com- 
panies with full or part transportation share equally in this expense, and 
that those who may travel by auto, motor cycle, team, or otherwise shall 
charge no more than one railroad fare for the trip from their own residence 
to the seat of the Conference and that such pastors as may be appointed to 
reside at a distance from any railroad shall present to the secretary receipts 
for the exact amount paid for stage hire at the regular rates for such stage 
trips and such stage expenses may be added to the railroad expenses. 

Resolved Third, That the secretary shall compute the amount due from 
each member on the basis of actual car fare for such as ride on the rail- 
roads and on the basis of the railroad mileage for those who travel by all 
other methods, provided that all estimates must be by the most direct route 
from the station nearest residence of such member to the seat of the Con- 
ference and return, and that no other incidental expenses of the. trip shall 
be added. 

Resolved Fourth, That all such as may be included in the arrangement 
shall meet the secretary at such place as may be announced in open Con- 
ference, during the first day of their presence at Conference and give account 
of or pay their just share of the expenses as may be necessary at that time, 
and that participation in this plan be required of every member of the 
Conference in the effective relation receiving an appointment within the 
bounds of the Conference and to all who may be in charge of churches and 
who attend the Conference. 

Resolved Fifth, That the secretary be authorized to appoint his own 
assistants and to incur such expenses as may be actually necessary to make 
proper preparation for the carrying out of such plans.

THE MORMON CHURCH RESOLUTION 

Whereas, The Mormon institution is a polygamous kingdom set up in this 
republic, under the rule of a false prophet who holds that his authority is 
superior to the civil powers; and 

Whereas, The National Reform Association of Pittsburgh has inaugurated 
a nation-wide movement against the evils of the Mormon system; and has 
offered to the country the following platform and program: 
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The Platform 

We insist that all churches have equal rights in this country. 

We insist that the Mormon Church shall have no more privileges than any 
other church in this country. 

We insist that the temporal Mormon kingdom shall cease to exist in this 
country. 

The Program 

1. A constitutional amendment to forbid polygamy and polygamous 
living. 

2. A proceeding by the Department of Justice to force an accounting of 
the property which was restored to the Mormon kingdom in trust; and a 
proceeding to dissolve the Mormon kingdom property trusteeship as a com- 
bination in restraint of trade. 

3. An order by the Post Office Department withholding the privileges of 
the mail from the Mormon kingdom and its responsible officials, so long 
as they teach the crime of polygamy. 

4. A refusal by each House of Congress to seat any man who pays politi- 
cal allegiance to the Mormon kingdom or is elected by its power. 

5. A refusal by the President to appoint any man to any federal office 

who pays political allegiance to the Mormon kingdom. ^ 

6. Political opposition by all Christian patriots to any candidate who is 
known to be an ally of the Mormon kingdom in politics or who will not 
pledge himself to this program. 

And Whereas, In the proposed platform and program there is no war 
upon religion nor is there any denominational conflict; nor is there any 
invasion of civil right, nor is there any attack upon innocency; now therefore 

Be It Resolved, That this Conference does hereby endorse the platform and 
program above recited and does urge the people and the government of this 
Christian nation to adopt such lawful and Christian measures as shall bring 
to a speedy and merciful end the offenses of the Mormon system. 



EDUCATION 

Your Committee on Education offers the following report; 

Once more the Dakota Annual Conference records its judgment that 
Christian education is one of the most important activities of the church. 
All through its history the Church of Christ, filled with the Master’s passion 
for saving men, has found that it must establish schools in order that it may 
accomplish its great work of uplifting men. These schools, in turn, have 
vitalized religion and given to the church many leaders in the work of carry- 
ing forward its program for saving the world. We rejoice in the work the 
church is now doing in the field of education. Her mission schools are 
quickening into new life the minds and hearts of thousands of the brighest 
children in many heathen lands. Through her secondary schools, her colleges, 
her universities, her theological schools marches an ever-increasing number of 
choice young men and young women in our own land, going out bigger, 
stronger, better to bestow a fuller life upon the world. We rejoice in the 
large gifts our people are making to these institutions. Never in the history 
of the world has the church done so much for education as she is doing 
now, and never was the opportunity or the need so great as now. 

The cooperation of our Board of Education with our school in standardiz- 
ing curricula, faculties, plants, equipment, and endowment has been eminently 
helpful. Its action at its recent annual meeting, authorizing a director of 
religious work for our institutions of learning, is especially commendable. 
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Its thorough and far-reaching “survey” of educational conditions throughout 
the country now in progress promises much for the board’s coming semi- 
centennial movement. The Children’s Day collection, which has aided from 
the beginning 22,984 students — 2,189 last year, and this year 2,288 — continues 
increasingly helpful and efficient. We commend and approve the apportion- 
ment by the General Conference Commission on Finance of the one public 
educational collected authorized by the Discipline, eighty per cent to go to 
Dakota Wesleyan University and twenty per cent to the Board of Education. 
The Christian Student, the board’s official organ, improves constantly and 
should be read widely. It is receiving most flattering recognition without our 
own denomination as well as at home. 

We note with satisfaction the prosperity of our theological schools. The 
attendance has steadily increased and the institutions are loyal to the church 
and efficient in their work. The outstanding event at Garrett Biblical Insti- 
tute has been the changing of the school year from two semesters to four 
quarter year terms, with a vacation for the whole school during the month 
of September. Important also is the change in the course for the diploma 
students, which has been reduced to two years with an entirely reorganized 
curriculum. We congratulate Drew Seminary on its magnificent new com- 
mons, gymnasium, and movement for an additional one million endowment, 
one quarter of which is already secured. Boston Seminary has recently added 
a splendid new dormitory to her equipment. 

We pledge anew our support to our Dakota Wesleyan University. We 
rejbice in the success of the special religious efforts of the past school 
year, and devoutly pray for the divine blessing upon the efforts planned for 
the new year. We extend to the students our hearty appreciation of the 
spirit of devotion and earnest purpose they have shown in securing a paid 
secretary to lead in the work of their Christian Association. We learn with 
pleasure of the promising opening of the school year, of the increased attend- 
ance, of the improvements in equipments and buildings, and of the excellent 
corps of teachers and workers with which the year starts off. Dakota 
Wesleyan University — the child of our Dakota Methodism — is in its infancy. 
Let all our people keep it ever in their prayers and plans that its growth 
may be rapid and molded by the spirit of the Master of us all. We urge 
upon the parents the supreme importance of their sons and daughters 
getting a broad education, and of their getting it in the atmosphere of a 
Christian college. 

We call the attention of both our pastors and people to the educational 
collection. Failure to secure the full amount means the delay of the great 
educational program of our church, and crippling our university in the work 
it is doing for the Kingdom, as well as adding to its burdens. Upon the 
splendid record of the past let us build a still better one for the future. 

The presidency of our brother, William Grant Seaman, continues to prove 
his fitness for the task, and is growing in efficiency and visible fruitage. 
He has gathered a strong and harmoniously working faculty about him, has 
gradually raised the standard of the college curriculum, and is deservedly 
popular throughout the bounds of the Conference, where he enjoys the 
fullest confidence of preachers and laymen. 

Year by year as vice-president of the university and its field secretary, 
Dr. J. P. Jenkins is showing himself more and more a master builder. In 
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proportion as the church and the Kingdom needs Christian colleges they need 
men of the highest Christian ideals, of sublime faith, of never-failing patience, 
of continuing persistence, of great tact and skill to build the material founda- 
tions upon which colleges must rest. The peculiar fitness of Dr. Jenkins for 
the work and his usual success mark him as one called of God to this splendid 
work. May he continue in the work until he sees .the fulfillment of the 
desire of all our hearts, our university fully endowed and equipped for every 
good work it should undertake. 

The campaign for $100,000 launched for Dakota Wesleyan University, by 
action of the Conference last year, closed two hours before scheduled time, 
at 10 P. M., April 30, with a grand gross total of $127,431.05. Of this gen- 
erous amount $83,500 was given in four or more figures ; $16,900 was in estate 
notes; $18,900 in properties for which life annuity bonds were issued. There 
were twenty-four pledges of $1,000 each. This suggests that our people are 
beginning to get an enlarged vision, and a deeper sense of the responsibilities 
of the Christian steward. We are always under obligation to the Board of 
Education of our church for its assistance in many ways. This year our debt 
is even greater than usual, for the inspiration and advice of the secretary, 
our Brother Dr. Thos. Nicholson, in meeting a crisis in the affairs of our 
university. We owe the board our gratitude also for loaning us the services 
of Dr. John W. Rancher to direct our campaign. We owe a debt of gratitude 
to Dr. Rancher himself for the way in which he devoted himself to our inter- 
est. The success of the financial campaign for the university was in no 
small measure due to the skillful work in advertising, organizing, and solic- 
iting of one who has had a large part in bringing other interests of our 
Conference to a successful issue, our brother. Dr. G. T. Notson. In expressing 
great appreciation of his services we not only express the appreciation of 
the friends of the university, of the members of the Conference, but also of 
the Methodism of the state. The district superintendents wrought well, and 
with them the pastors toiled faithfully and a goodly number of our laymen 
gave valuable assistance in labor and counsel as well as money. Truly we 
all labor together with God. 

We again recommend that we unite the collection for Dakota Wesleyan 
University and that of the Board of Education into our educational appeal 
and request Dr. W. B. Rollingshead, the apportionment secretary of the 
benevolence boards, to apportion $9,500 to our churches as equitably as possible 
for the next Conference, the same to be provided for by the Discipline.

University School of Theology, Dr. Thos. Nicholson; Garrett Biblical Insti- 
tute, J. S. Hoagland, J. S. Rarkness; Drew Theological Seminary, O. E.

FEDERATION CONFERENCE INTERESTS 

After giving earnest consideration to the proposed federation of the 
following Conference interests, namely, the Conference Claimants’ Endow- 
ment Fund and the Methodist State Rospital, with other interests, in a pro- 
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posed campaign for $185,000, we find conditions, in some instances, of a local 
character, that render it impracticable to unite so many diverse interests 
under one appeal, but believing the interests vitally related to the Conference 
should be given every opportunity to be cared for, so far as possible this 
year, we recommend that a campaign for $100,000 be inaugurated, to be 
divided as follows: For the Conference Claimants’ Endowment Fund, $60,000; 
for the Methodist State Hospital, outside of the vicinity of Mitchell, $30,000; 
for the assistance of pressing cases within the Conference, demanding imme- 
diate assistance, $10,000; total, $100,000. 

That we recommend the closest affiliation of these great interests and 
hearty cooperation of those having charge of the appeal to be made in their 
behalf and that a commission be appointed, consisting of three members of 
the Board of Conference Trustees, three members of the board of trustees 
of the Methodist State Hospital, and three members of the Annual Confer- 
ence, not members of these boards, to direct and give assistance to the effort 
to raise $100,000 for these purposes. 

We recommend further the appointment of a committee from the Federa- 
tion Commission to look into the matter of the title, by which the Dakota 
Deaconess Hospital at Brookings is held, and if it can be brought into 
satisfactory relations to the Deaconess Board, to give sympathetic coopera- 
tion to any movement made to raise their indebtedness. 

That a like committee be appointed to seek the cooperation and support of 
the Woman’s Home Missionary Society in caring for .the interests of the 
Methodist Deacofless Hospital at Rapid City. 

That a field secretary be appointed to cooperate in raising $100,000 named 
above, to be especially related to the Conference Claimants’ Endowment Fund. 



FOREIGN MISSIONS 

The Methodist Episcopal Church is confronted by an unparalleled neces- 
sity and opportunity with respect to her foreign missionary enterprise. We 
face a whole world in transition and upheaval. 

In spite of the fact that Mexico is still in the throes of revolution, the 
missionaries on the ground and the native preachers are continuing the public 
preaching services, and, in addition, caring for the Red Cross work necessi- 
tated by the conditions of civil life. 

On account of the European war the governments of South America have 
been compelled to curtail the subsidies usually paid to our mission schools. 
The situation in Bolivia is particularly acute. Special contributions will be 
necessary in order to keep the schools open and the workers on the field. 

Conditions in Korea, China, and Japan were never more favorable for the 
propagation of the Christian faith. The student classes are attending evan- 
gelistic meetings by thousands and pledging themselves to the study of the 
Word. 

The mass movement in India continues to grow in volume and momentum. 
There are now 150,000 candidates for church membership who cannot be 
received into the church because of the lack of pastors and teachers for 
their instruction and supervision. 

The Philippine Islands and Malaysia present to the church a truly great 
opportunity for evangelistic and educational work. The multitudes are eager 
and responsive, and the measure of self-support exceeds all expectations. 
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Africa is still the continent of darkness. One third of its population is 
Mohammedan and entire tribes are being repeatedly Islamized. The follow- 
ers of the False Prophet are pouring into the port cities all around the 
continent and are propagating their faith among the millions of pagan Africa. 

While expressing our gratification over the achievements of the Dakota 
Conference in caring for missionary, educational and philanthropic interests 
in the homeland, we cannot but register our conviction that we must give a 
larger measure of attention to the missionary propaganda of Methodism if 
she is to adequately meet her responsibility to the non-Christian world. 

We record our approval of the efficient and brotherly administration of 
the Church’s foreign missionary enterprise under the direction of the present 
corresponding secretaries, and hereby assure them of our prayerful and 
cordial cooperation.

THE FREEDMEN’S AID SOCIETY 

The work of the Freedmen’s Aid Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church has been carried on through the past year in twenty-two schools, 
with 372 teachers and 6,961 students. It has been a year of unusual diffi- 
culty and stress to the schools, principally caused by the war conditions in 
European countries. 

The cotton crop furnishes the main industry by which the masses of the 
people of the southern states secure a livelihood. Almost the entire negro 
population is engaged in cotton raising. When a large proportion of the 
market for this product is cut off, and the price received falls below the 
cost of production, the laborers are the first to feel this loss. Last year 
many millions of dollars’ worth had to be marketed at such a price as left 
no margin for the negro farmers, by whose toil it was produced. Our 
colored families, who had been sending their children to the schools, and 
paying the small expenses of their education out of their savings earned 
in the cotton fields, this year found themselves without funds, either for 
conference collections toward the maintenance of the schools, or the pay- 
ment of their children’s expenses. 

These special conditions of financial stress on account of the war are 
likely to continue throughout the coming year, calling for increased offer- 
ings from the church at large with which to carry the schools over the 
present crisis. 

We, therefore, recommend 

That during the coming conference year each pastor shall take special 
pains to present the work of the Freedmen’s Aid Society to our congrega- 
tions, and that a special effort be made to make an increase of at least ten 
per cent in the collections over the preceding year. If this increased amount 
is reached, it will avoid the necessity of an indebtedness to the society, and 
make possible the continuation of the moral, industrial and intellectual 
work so necessary in the present stage of the development of the ten 
millions of people of African descent, who look to the Churches for a 
trained Christian leadership. 
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We further recommend 

That each pastor observe the Lincoln Day Anniversary, February 13, 
1916, and send to the society, 220 West Fourth Street, Cincinnati, O., for a 
sufficient number of copies of the Lincoln Day program to supply the mem- 
bers of his congregation and Sunday School. These programs are furnished 
free on request.

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The amount available for distribution this year falls far below what is 
needed, though an improvement upon many former years. It is believed that 
many brethren do not correctly ascertain what amount should be forthcoming 
from their charges. Three and a half per cent of the pastors’ salaries of 
last year would have yielded $5,487 instead of $4,088 as reported by the Con- 
ference treasurer, leaving a shortage in this quarter of $1,399. 

The Conference will need for the payment in full of annuities for all 
probable cases of pressing need and for the Connectional Fund approximately 
$11,000 in 1916. To obtain this it will be necessary to ask for an equivalent 
of three and a half per cent of pastors’ salaries.

THE BOARD OF THE METHODIST STATE HOSPITAL 

At the twenty-ninth session of the Dakota Annual Conference, held in 
Redfield, S. D., in October, 1913, the Methodist State Hospital was located, 
after careful deliberation, in Mitchell. 

At the thirtieth session of the conference, held in Wessington Springs 
last year, it was decided to undertake the raising of funds for the purpose 
of erecting the first building. The Rev. G. T. Notson, D.D., was appointed 
executive secretary, and after assisting in the campaign for $100,000 for the 
Dakota Wesleyan University, he has given himself to the task of formu- 
lating plans and taking initiative steps for the raising of sufficient funds for 
the purpose named. 

A beautiful site has been purchased, the location of which is at the south- 
west corner of the city of Mitchell, near the campus of Dakota Wesleyan 
University. The tentative plans call for a modern, up-to-date, fireproof 
structure, with capacity for fifty beds. It will be built of brick, tile, and 
reinforced concrete, with steel frame work. The floors will be concrete, 
magisite, and ground cork composition covered with battleship linoleum. 
The plan isolates the service and surgical wing from the main part of the 
building. 

We are prepared to report that the Board of Trustees has been duly 
incorporated, as authorized by the Annual Conference, and by-laws for the 
government of the board have been adopted. 

We recommend the increase of the Board of Trustees from nine to 
twelve, and nominate the following for trustees: O. W. Taylor, C. E. 

Matteson, J. W. Potter, J. S. Hoagland, W. S. Shepherd, G. D. Brown, 
Lewis Shuster, S. E. Morris, *James Keene, W. T. McConnel, G. W. Rosen- 
berry, A. T. Downey.

Memoirs 



THE REV. DUANE RIFENBARK 

The Rev. Duane Rifenbark died at his home in Big Stone City, S. D., at 
5:30 A. M., Wednesday, November 25, 1914. 

He was born at Lowville, Lewis County, New York, August 7, 1849. With 
his parents he removed to Taycheedah, Fond du Lac County, Wisconsin, at 
the age of seven. In the fall of 1872 he entered Lawrence University, Apple- 
ton, Wis., and was graduated with high honors in 1877. Among his class- 
mates were Olin A. Curtis, Professor in Drew, and author of “Lectures in 
Systematic Theology,” and other religious works ; J. Scott Davis, who 
became a prominent Methodist minister; William H. Mylreen, attorney-gen- 
eral of the state of Wisconsin; Fannie Kennish, now Mrs. Fannie Earle, 
who has an enviable reputation as a member of the “League of American 
Pen-Women.” He moved to Yankton County, Dakota Territory, in 1879. 

In the fall of that year he was united in marriage to Miss Elizabeth Roth- 
man. They have resided in South Dakota ever since. 

Brother Rifenbark taught school in Yankton until he was called of the 
Lord into the ministry in 1882, to which he responded promptly and unre- 
servedly. He joined the Dakota Mission of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in the fall of 1882, and became a charter member of the Dakota Conference 
which was organized in 1885. He served as secretary of the Mission during 
the sessions of 1883 and 1884. He was chosen delegate to the General Cpn- 
ference of 1904, which met at Los Angeles, Cal. He received the honorary 
degree of D.D. from Tabor College, Tabor, la., in 1911. 

He served the following charges during the thirty-two years of his itin- 
erancy : Forestburg, 1882 ; Lodi, 1882-83 ; Lennox, 1883-86 ; Elk Point, 1886-90 ; 

Dell Rapids, 1890-91; Canton, 1891-96; Parker, 1896-99; Huron, 1905-09; 

Madison, 1909-10. From 1899 to 1905 Brother Rifenbark was presiding elder 
of the Watertown District. 

It was during his pastorate at Madison, in December, 1910, that he was 
stricken with paralysis, permanently disabling his left side. He resigned 
his charge during the summer of 1911, and removed with his family to the 
shores of Big Stone Lake for a quiet home, with the hope that rest would 
restore him to health again. During this period his interest was keen in 
the work of the Church, and he was a regular attendant, and occasionally 
preached, or led a prayer meeting, or taught a Sunday School class in the 
local Church. 

In the fall of 1912 the Big Stone Church requested the District Superin- 
tendent to appoint Brother Rifenbark as their pastor, which was done. He 
was returned at the last session of his conference for the third year, and 
preached with his usual power and fervency on his last earthly Sabbath, 

November 22. He literally died at his post. 

He leaves a sorrowing and lonely wife, four sons, Olin M., pastor at

at home with her parents. He is also survived by four brothers and one j! 

sister. il 
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Funeral services were held in his own Church at Big Stone, on November 
27, in charge of District Superintendent James S. Harkness. Eight clergy- 
men were on the platform, several participating in the services. The Church 
was crowded with sincere mourners, the members and friends of the shep- 
herdless flock. Superintendent Harkness preached briefly from Philippians 
1 :21, and J. P. Jenkins, a charter member of the conference, and close friend 
and fellow worker of the deceased for thirty-one years, paid tribute to his 
translated brother. Interment in the Big Stone cemetery. 

Brother Rifenbark’s life was nobly lived, his work was faithfully done, 
his end triumphant and glorious. 

“Servant of God; well done!” 



REUBEN N. KRATZ 

Reuben N. Kratz was bom in a log cabin, on the banks of the Chippeway, 
in the state of Ohio, July 2, 1845. He received what educational advantages 
the public schools of his youth afforded. Aspiring to become a teacher, he 
attended the High School of a neighboring town for a term, and also spent 
the summer in the Smithville Academy. In the autumn he was engaged to 
teach a country school. Here his meager salary was supplemented by teach- 
ing singing schools, for which his fine voice and musical talent especially 
fitted him. 

He was converted and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church in his 
young manhood. Early in his religious life he was given license “to exhort,” 
and his services were in constant demand in the rural communities where 
he taught school. Finally he yielded to the conviction that he ought to 
preach and joined the Michigan Conference on “probation.” He found the 
work of the large new circuit too heavy and his health broke. He returned 
for rest to his father’s farm in Ohio. In 1873 he married Miss Amanda 
Miller, and for a few years was engaged in the lumber business with his 
father-in-law. 

Brother and Sister Kratz became the parents of three boys, two of whom 
have grown to manhood: Mr. Fred Kratz of Murdo, S. D., and Mr. Carl 
Kratz of Mitchell. The family moved to South Dakota in 1882, and soon 
afterwards Brother Kratz secured a position in the United States Land 
Office at Mitchell. Later he was appointed registrar of this office. He was 
a charter member of the Church in Mitchell, and its first Sunday School 
Superintendent. He was one of the original trustees of the Dakota Wes- 
leyan University and its first treasurer. He continued a member of the 
Board of Directors until his death. He was one of the organizers of the 
State Sunday School Association and one of its early preeideats. He was 
a pioneer Chautauqua student, and in the first class of graduates in this 
state. For years he taught the great Bible class at the Lake Madison Chau- 
tauqua. He was a lay delegate to the General Conference at Cleveland, O., 
in 1896. 

After the death of his beloved wife he gave all his time to the ministry, 
and as “supply” preacher served with great satisfaction a number of charges. 
In 1907, at the invitation of his brethren, he joined the Dakota Conference. 
Two years later he became a full member. His last charge was Broadland, 
where failing health compelled him to change his relation, and in 1913 he 
retired from the effective ranks. He died suddenly January 28, 1915. 
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Brother Kratz was a Bible student, a reader of good books, a sympathetic 
pastor, and a thoughtful preacher. He was a man of attractive personality, 
executive ability and business capacity. He was industrious and efficient. 

He was passionate in his devotion to the interest of the kingdom of God 
and dearly loved the Church. 

I quote this from his autobiography: “In 1887 I registered a voluntary 

vow that of all the Lord would prosper me with I would turn one half of it 
into the building up of his kingdom. Since then I have kept a careful record, 
which reveals that up to this date (January 1, 1910), I have invested for the 
Lord over $7,000 from this fund.” He continued this practice until the end. 

“Well done, thou good and faithful servant: thou hast been faithful over 
a few things, I will make thee ruler over many things: enter thou into the 
joy of thy Lord.” Our brother now knows the deeper meaning of these 
gracious words, for he has received his inheritance, entered upon his reign 
and is with his Lord in the homeland. 

ERNEST HOLGATE 

Ernest Holgate came into this world January 21, 1879, at Todmorden, 

England, and departed from it April 22, 1915, at Redfield, S. D. 

He died in the service. Never once did he think of giving up his beloved 
work. His last public service was on the Sabbath day before he was called 
home, when he assisted District Superintendent Harkness in the administra- 
tion of the Sacrament' of the Lord’s Supper. His words of comfort and 
good cheer to those participating in that beautiful service were peculiarly 
significant. 

Mr. Holgate was a real minister of the gospel. An eloquent speaker, a 
profound thinker and reasoner; he drew large audiences. Broad-minded 
and generous, sympathetic and consistent, zealous and courageous, he won 
for himself a position of power in the charges where he ministered. 

He was stricken in the very zenith and splendor of a noble career. Had 
he spared himself more, his time upon earth might have been extended, but 
he felt that he must labor for his Church and all it represented. His span 
of life was indeed short, but it was filled with such intense zeal and activity 
that he accomplished much. His was a labor of love and' devotion, and not 
for pecuniary reward or public plaudits. 

“The sweet memories of his noble life, his good work and deeds, his 
powerful messages, his sacrifices for others, can never die. His life was a 
brief one, but like the sparkling stream, it cheered and brightened all who 
came in contact with it,” 

He is surv^ed by his wife, Mary Holgate, who was a true and helpful 
companion to him in his work and during his last illness. Three little sons, 

Clare, Everett and Francis, also survive him. The friends who mourn his 
loss will not forget the family so suddenly bereft of husband and father. 

“To the noble and stricken wife he is not dead, for his freed spirit still 
communes with her in a thousand tender recollections, and she lives amid 
the rich harvestings reaped by his genius.” 

He was buried at Redfield. S. D,, from the Church which he so faithfully ii 

served and loved. Long before the time appointed for the service, throngs 
gathered at the Church and filled it to overflowing. The citizens of Redfield ji 

closed their places of business during the service as a tribute of esteem for ! 
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their departed citizen. Many beautiful floral offerings were sent by friends 
and societies, mute tributes of mourning for a departed friend. The Masonic 
Order, of which he was a member, attended the Church in a body, and 
rendered the beautiful and impressive burial service. 

We mourn our friend, the gentle and kind heart, who never heard 
untouched a cry of distress; whose ambition was the alleviation of human 
misery and the salvation of human souls. We rejoice in the imperishable 
love and affection which began here on earth, and which we know will find 
supreme happiness in the full realization, in the countless ages, of the 
attributes and mercies of a loving Father. 

He was recognized among his brother ministers as an uncommon man; 
a man of rare perceptive and receptive faculties, gathering impressions and 
knowledge from books, nature, and men. Sensitive at all times to his sur- 
roundings, he received impressions as readily as he gave them, making his 
relations in human intercourse mutually appreciative and sympathetic. We 
cannot tell the whole story of his life, but we do know — 

“That the best portion of a good man’s life 
Are his little, nameless, unremembered acts 
Of kindness and of love.” 

The members of the South Dakota Conference feel keenly the loss of their 
departed brother, but they rejoice in his profound convictions, his abound- 
ing faith, and his glorious achievements. 

It requires an effort to realize that the familiar form of our dear friend 
can no longer be seen. It seems but yesterday that he stood in his pulpit, 
a living, intense, potential personality, radiating faith, hope, and sympathy 
to all who thronged to hear him, as he poured out his story of the forgive- 
ness and love of the Christ. 

“Our religion teaches us the inspired and comforting assurance that 
‘though he were dead, yet shall he live.’ Now he sleeps in the calm serenity 
of death. The grave’s impenetrable shadows will be lifted and dispelled, 
for it is written, ‘he shall never die.’ ” He is gone from among us, and it 
will be many long years before we shall behold another like him. A grateful 
people mourn his loss and honor his memory. 

We shall cherish the virtues of this man ; we shall endeavor to emulate 
his -example. We trust that in a better world at some future time we shall 
know the mystery, solve the problem, and understand that it is the purpose 
of a wise Providence that this should be but the training school, and death 
the open door through which we will pass to a better world beyond. 

“He was a man, take him for all in all, 

I shall not look upon his like again.” * 

MRS. GRACE DAVIS HARTUNG 

Mrs. Grace Davis Hartung, wife of the Rev. W. E. Hartung of Spearfish, 
S. D., died at the Methodist Deaconess Hospital, Rapid City, S. D., September 
1, 1915, aged forty-one years, ten months and three days. 

Grace Agnes Davis, daughter of the Rev. S. M. Davis, a local preacher, 
was born at Greeley, la., October 27, 1873. Her Christian experience dates 
from her early childhood. Born in a parsonage home, at the early age of 
eleven she began her Church activities as organist for her father in his reg- 
ular and evangelistic work. She early became a personal worker in the 
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Church, and was never so happy as when leading others to Christ. She 
continued as her father’s right-hand support until her marriage on Septem- 
ber 20, 1893, to the Rev. William E. Hartung, now of this conference. Since 
then she has labored as a minister’s wife in constantly enlarging fields of 
service. For the last eight years her specially chosen field has been the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, where her constant and unceasing 
labors, both in the local auxiliaries and as district secretary, contributed 
• much to the joy of her life, and were unusually fruitful in results. She was 
a successful organizer and a public speaker of more than ordinary ability. 
She was always found in the front rank of all Church work. Being a 
musician of marked ability, she always saw that there was no lack of suitable 
music in Church and Sunday School. She was active in Sunday School, 
Epworth League, and practically all branches of the Lord’s work, and no 
sacrifice was too great for her to make when the Master needed her services. 

Now she “rests from her labors” and is “forever with the Lord.” 

Sister Hartung was the mother of four children, all of whom survive her. 
Raymond D., aged twenty-one, who is on a ranch in the Black Hills; Fred- 
erick S., sixteen, a student at Dakota Wesleyan University; Lucile B., sev- 
enteen ; and Dorothy E., eight, who are at home with the bereft father in 
Spearfish. Beside these she leaves behind a heart-stricken father, who for 
more than fifty years has been an active minister in the Methodist Church, 
two sisters, Mrs. Eva Johnston of Wisconsin, and Mrs. Bertha Wingard, a 
widow, who is still with her father, and John Nelson, a brother, residing 
in California. 

The funeral services were held in the Methodist Church in Rapid City 
Friday, September 3, at 3 :30 p. m. District Superintendent C. E. Matteson 
was in charge, and spoke from the words, “She hath done what she could.” 
The Rev. W. J. Calfee of Lead, an old time friend of the family, also made 
comforting remarks. The Rev. J. M. Tibbetts, the Rev. Homer Minish, the 
Rev. Dr. Edwards, and the Rev. A. H. Beardsley, also assisted in the services. 
The pall-bearers were chosen from among the clergy, and the remains were 
laid away in Mountain View cemetery. Rapid City. 

MRS. JENNIE BOOTHROYD NICHOLSON 

Jennie Boothroyd was born in Ontario. Canada, February 4, 1861, and died 
in her home at East Orange, N. J., Monday afternoon. May 10, 1915. 

Her parents went to Minnesota when she was a small child, settling near 
Alexandria. They remained there until their death, which occurred within 
the past three years. She remained in Canada with an aunt, and while living 
with her at Htimilton, Ontario, she met and married the Rev. Thomas Nich- 
olson. After marriage they spent five years in Michigan, where Dr. Nichol- 
son was in the ministry, four years in Chicago, where he served as pastor 
of the Fowler Church, nine years in Mount Vernon, la., where he was a 
member of the faculty of Cornell College, fivt years in Mitchell, where he 
was president of Dakota Wesleyan University, and seven years in East 
Orange, N. J., which has been their home since Dr. Nicholson has been the 
secretary of the Board of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Two daughters were born to T)r. and Mrs. Nicholson: Miss Grace B., teacher 
of piano in the Illinois Woman’s College at Jacksonville, and Miss Florence 
M., preceptress and teacher of English at Grand Prairie Seminary, Onarga, 
111 . 
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Mrs. Nicholson had been seriously ill but a short time. In March she 
came West to Chicago, when her daughter, Florence, underwent an opera- 
tion for appendicitis, and returned home suffering from the grippe. Pneu- 
monia developed, followed by heart and liver complications, from which she 
could not rally. 

Funeral services were held at the family residence at East Orange, Tues- 
day evening. May 11, at which tributes were spoken by Dr. William V. Kel- 
ley, Bishop Luther B. Wilson, and her pastor. Dr. Fred Clare Baldwin, of 
the Calvary Methodist Episcopal Church, 

Final services and interment took place at Mount Vernon, la., on Friday 
morning. May 14. The funeral was held in the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
of which for many years she was an active member. At this service Bishop 
Homer C. Stuntz made the principal address, followed by remarks by Presi- 
dent Emeritus W. F. King, Dr. J. O. Dobson, and Dr. John H. Race, refer- 
ring principally to her beautiful and useful life in Mount Vernon, Mitchell, 
S. D., and East Orange, N. J., respectively. 

Soon after Mrs. Nicholson became a member of the Calvary Methodist 
Church at East Orange, she became actively identified with the Woman’s 
Home Missionary Society, first as chairman of the Department of Literature, 
and later as president of the Auxiliary, which office she held at the time of 
her death. She was also vice-president of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society of the Newark District. 

Many of us are not dependent upon the beautiful tributes of Eastern 
friends, gratifying as they are, to assist us in forming our estimate of the 
character and worth of Sister Nicholson. We knew her as she lived, and 
labored beside her husband at Mitchell for several years. 

A modest, retiring woman, serene and nobly’ dignified, giving one even on 
slight acquaintance the assurance that she possessed much reserve strength. 
She was a queen in the home, she filled perfectly her place as the wife of a 
college president, she was active in the Church, though in a quiet way, and 
her life and character radiated the sweetness and the beauty of the true 
Christian, The sympathy of the entire conference goes out to our beloved 
brother, Thomas Nicholson, and to his motherless daughters in these days 
of increasing loneliness. 

There can be nothing better to sustain in sorrow than the Master’s own 
words in the death chamber, when they are fully understood and realized : 
“Fear not; weep not; believe only.” 

SELINA STONE BOWLER 

Selina Stone Bowler, wife of the Rev. J. W. Bowler, was born in Corn- 
wall, England, May 14, 1877. She left England on April 18, 1914, for America, 
and arrived at Aberdeen, S. D., April 28, and was married the same day. 

The Rev. J. W. Bowler was pastor of the Methodist Episcopal Church at 
Bowdle, and Sister Bowler soon found a large place in the affections of the 
people with whom she labored. She was a beautiful character, of gracious 
temperament, and greatly loved by the people. 

Her death was a triumphant one, and though far from her home of former 
years, she was graciously sustained in her closing days, and finally triumphed 
most gloriously. She left us March 21, 1915, aged thirty-seven years, ten 
months and seven days. 



Minutes of Laymen’s Association for 1915 



The Laymen’s Association of the Dakota Methodist Conference met at 
Sioux Falls in connection with the Annual Conference, October 9, 1915. This 
being the year for the election of delegates to the Quadrennial Conference 
to be held at Saratoga Springs in May, 1916, the work of the association had 
in a large measure to give way to that of the Lay Electoral Conference. For 
this reason, no formal program had been prepared, and no attempt made to 
hold any meeting of the Lay Association until Saturday afternoon. 

On Saturday morning the Lay Electoral Conference, the delegates to the 
Laymen’s Association, and other visiting laymen, met with the conference 
for a joint meeting to consider the question of proper provision for the 
Conference Claimants. This meeting was addressed by Dr. J. T. B. Smith, 
who represented the Conference Claimants, and by A. T. Downey of Mitchell 
as representative of the laymen of Dakota Conference. 

All laymen met for a get-together luncheon, served by the ladies of the 
Presbyterian Church, at twelve-thirty Saturday. At the close of the luncheon 
the meeting was called to order in the Presbyterian Church by Dr. F. W. 
Minty of Rapid City, president of the Laymen’s Association. The minutes 
of the meeting of 1914 were read and approved, the regular committees were 
appointed and asked to retire and bring in their reports. Dr. Minty then 
gave a very interesting and helpful address as president of the association. 
This was followed by a short talk on the question of “Tithing,” by Dr. Fox 
of Wessington Springs.

LAY ELECTORAL CONFERENCE 
Excerpts of Minutes 

Sioux Falls, S. D,, October 8, 1915. 

Meeting held 'in the Presbyterian Church, being called to order at 1 :30 
p. M. by the secretary of the preceding Lay Electoral Conference. 

W. M. McDonald of Mount Vernon, S. D., was chosen as temporary presi- 
dent, and formally called the meeting to order. 

A committee, consisting of one from each district, was selected to act on 
credentials, return and make report designating those members present duly 
elected and qualified and entitled to seats in conference. 

A committee of three was also selected to receive, consider and present 
resolutions. 

The temporary organization was made permanent by motion duly made, 
seconded and carried. 

In the matter of the election of delegates to the General Conference, action, 
by proper motion, seconded and carried, was taken to proceed to vote on can- 
didates for delegates to the General Conference in the same manner as that 
which obtained in the Dakota Annual Conference. The chair appointed one 
teller from each district to distribute and receive ballots for nominees on 
formal balloting, instructing each delegate present to vote for three persons, 
the number of delegates to be elected, and each person receiving a majority 
of the votes cast would be declared duly elected as a delegate. 

First Ballot — No election. 

Second Ballot — W. T. McConnell, of Wessington Springs, elected; William 
Carpenter, of Andover, elected. 

Third Ballot — No election. 

Fourth Ballot — W. E. Daniels, of Madison, elected. 

The chair, therefore, declared W. T. McConnell, of Wessington Springs, 
William Carpenter of Andover, and W. E. Daniels of Madison, duly elected 
as delegates to represent the Lay Electoral Conference at the General Con- 
ference. 

The conference next proceeded to elect three alternates, or reserve dele- 
gates, in the same manner as in the election of the regular delegates. The 
result of the vote was as follows: 
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First Ballot — E. E. Collins, of Vermilion, J. M. Johnston, of Bradley, and 
F. W. Minty, of Rapid City, elected. 

The chair declared that the three persons elected on the first ballot, having 
received the majority of votes cast, were duly elected as alternate or reserve 
delegates to the General Conference. 

During the interim in which the vote was being taken on the selection of 
delegates, the consideration of the Mississippi proposition was presented and 
discussed. After considerable discussion and explanation of the proposition, 
vote was taken on the same, which resulted in the proposition being approved 
by vote of fifty-three in the affirmative and two in the negative. 

The hour being late, it was moved that the meeting adjourn until eight- 
thirty o’clock on Saturday morning, October 9, to meet in joint session with 
the ministers in the Dakota Conference at the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and thereafter to resume the regular session in the Presbyterian 
Church. 

Upon the reconvening of the Lay Electoral Conference in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church upon Saturday morning, October 9, R. L. ^rown of Aber- 
deen, voting in the affirmative, moved that action of the preceding date taken 
on the Mississippi proposition, be reconsidered. Same was carried. The Rev. 
Thomas Nicholson being present, was asked to further elucidate and explain 
the proposition. 

Vote being taken resulted in the proposition being approved by vote of 
forty-five affirmative and two negative. 

The resolutions from the Philadelphia Annual Conference were presented 
for consideration. Motion made to disapprove the same was seconded and 
carried upon the following count vote: Affirmative, forty-one; negative, 

none. 

In the matter of the Colorado proposed constitutional amendments, it was 
moved that this conference vote the adoption of the amendments as pro- 
posed. 

Vote being taken resulted in affirmative fourteen and negative twenty-nine. 

In the matter of the Montana proposed constitutional amendments, motion 
was made to approve the same, which was duly seconded, and upon count 
vote resulted in thirty-two affirmative and one negative. 

In the Wilmington Conference proposed amendments to the constitution, 
motion was made to vote on the resolution in approval thereof, and upon 
count vote result was in affirmative none, and negative forty-three. 

The following resolutions were submitted and offered for consideration: 

Resolved, That as Christian men and women, we thoroughly endorse the 
work of the Christian Temperance Union, and Anti-Saloon League, in the 
interest of state-wide prohibition, and will do all In our power to make South 
Dakota a dry state in 1916. And be it further 

Resolved, That we approve the amendment giving the ballot to women, and 
will earnestly endeavor to aid the adoption of this movement by the votes 
of our state in 1916. 

It is moved that the foregoing resolutions be adopted and have the approval 
of the Lay Electoral Conference. The same was duly seconded, and upon 
vote being taken was unanimously carried. 
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The Commfttee on resolutions offered the following: 

Whereas, This Lay Electoral Conference has been privileged to meet and 
convene again in connection with the Dakota Annual Conference and has 
been in receipt of many courtesies extended by the said Annual Conference;
